Democratic Senators Claim Their Tax 
Reduction Schedule Eventually W ill 
Be Adopted, Claiming the Support 
of a Big Bloc of Republicans— Mel­ 
lon Proposal t# Check Capital Loss 
Deductions Rejected, 


Washington, A pril 26.— Adoption by 


the senate of the Democratic tax re­ 


duction schedule is pre lifted by Dem­ 


ocratic leaders, who claim to have 


enough “ progressive” votes to over­ 


throw the .Mellon plan. 


Democratic leaders indicated that 


they have received ascii ranees that 
their “ lower income tax, higher inher­ 
itance and surtax 
rates" 
would 
be 
favored by a big bloc of Republicans. 
It was indicated that two or three 
Democrats are breaking away from 
the fold and might swing over to the 
Republicans 
for 
the 
Mellon 
rate-. 
This break will not be sufficient, how­ 
ever, to interfere with m inority plans 
in the voting, leaders way. 
Ender the leadership 
of 
Senator 
Brookhart of Iowa the progressives 
launched a counter offensive with a 
plan 
which proposed 
surtax 
rates 
even higher than 
the 
Democratic 
maximum of 4o per cent on incomes 
of- more t han $500 OOO. 
The' insurgent 
group, numbering between 12 and 14 
senators, pledged itself to a surtax 
maximum of 50 per cent on incomes 
of $200,000 and over, the same as in 
the present law, Brookhart announc­ 
ed. 
The Democratic normal rates of 
2 per cent on incomes up to $4,06/0, 
4 per cent between 8’ .OOO and $8,000 
and 6 per cent over $8,000, have been 
accepted, 
however, by the 
progres­ 
sives, he added. 
“ The Mellon tax rates are doomed 
to 
certain 
defeat 
in 
the 
senate,” 
Brookhart said. 
“ W e are organized 
to fight to the finish for the highest 
rates possible in the upper brackets. 
W e are for ald the reduction possible 
on normal rates and for high taxes 
upon the wealthy, who are able to 
give substantially to the support of 
the government. 
“ W e aren’t interested in any com­ 
promise whatever, with any group in 
the senate. 
W e will not compromise. 
W e think that the country demands 
that the tax upon the rich 
be In­ 
creased, and the tax upon the man 
with the average income be reduced 
m aterially.’’ 
Brookhart intimated, however, that 
if the progressives are unable to force 
adoption of the 50 per cent rate, they 
would fall back upon the Democratic 
maximum, which, he said, “ is better 
than the 37% per tent passed by the 
house and the 25 per cent proposed 
by Secretary Mellon.”

"Yes, madam, that little twill dress 
will wear,” the salesgirl may tell you 
as you look at “ready-mades/* 
And you are sensible, indeed, writes 
an authority, lf you do decide on a 
twill weave, whether your dress Is to 
be a ready-to-wear or a garment of 
your own concoction. 
For the object 
of twill weaving is tot simply to pro­ 
duce cloths that are more fancy and 
attractive than the plain fabrics, but 
to make them heavier and stronger. 
Twills are almost always closer in tex­ 
ture than plain weaves are. 
Most 
twills have a diagonal appearance— 
the surfaces are covered with diago­ 
nal lines running across the cloth. 
If 
these lines are very plainly marked 
the cloth 
Is 
known 
us 
“diagonal” 
rather than twill, but it should not he 
forgotten that diagonals are nothing 
hut extremely clearly marked twills. 
In twill weaves, tile threads do not 
go over and under regularly, os they 
do 
In 
plain 
weaves. 
Instead, 
the 
threads are so woven that they co 
over one and under two, or over one 
and under three, four, Ave or six; or 
over two or three and under one, two, 
three or four; and there may be sev­ 
eral other combinations. 
By the use of yarn of different sizes, 
of different qualities and of different 
colors, 
many 
effects 
are 
possible. 
Again, weavers can vary the direc­ 
tions of the diagonal lines to almost
